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SUBJECT: CIP FOCUSES ON EFFECTS OF EEC MEMBERSHIP

1 . PLANS FOR LISBON CONGRESS. IN A JULY 21 CALL ON AMCONSULATE 
OFFICER. ANGELO LUDGERO SILVA MARQUES, PRESIDENT OF THE GENERAL 
COUNCIL OF CIP (CONFEDERATION OF PORTUGUESE INDUSTRY) 

AND PRESIDENT OF THE METALS INDUSTRY ASSOCIATION OF THE NORTH, 
DISCUSSED TENTATIVE PLANS FOR A MAJOR CIP CONFERENCE THIS FALL. 

TO BE STYLED "THE FIRST CONGRESS OF PORTUGUESE ECONOMIC 
ACTIVITIES," THE MEETING WILL TAKE PLACE IN FOUR SEPARATE 
HOTELS IN LISBON IN LATE SEPTEMBER OR EARLY OCTOBER. CAP 
(PORTUGUESE AGRICULTURE CONFEDERATION) IS CO-SPONSORING THE 
EVENT. IT IS DESIGNED TO BE A FOLLOW-ON TO THE MAY 27 OPORTO 
MEETING OF PORTUGUESE INDUSTRIES IN DEFENSE OF PRIVATE 
INITIATIVE (REFTEL), WHICH MARQUES DESCRIBED AS "HIGHLY 
SUCCESSFUL." 

2. THE AIM OF THE CONGRESS. THE PRINCIPAL FOCUS OF THE CONGRESS 
WILL BE ON PORTUGAL'S ENTRY INTO THE EEC AND ON WHAT 

CIP PERCEIVES TO BE THE THREAT POSED BY SUCH ENTRY TO SMALL AND 
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MEDIUM SIZED INDUSTRIES. MARQUES NOTED THAT IN MANY RESPECTS 
THE CONGRESS WILL BE AIMED AT A FOREIGN AUDIENCE AND, TO THIS 
END, VARIOUS HIGH RANKING EEC AND EFTA OFFICIALS, AS WELL AS 
PRESIDENT EANES, HAVE BEEN INVITED TO PARTICIPATE. HE DID NOT 
SAY WHETHER ANY HAD ACCEPTED. 

3. THE PATTERN OF CIP INITIATIVES. CIP’S EVOLVING PLANS FOR 
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THE CONGRESS COMPLEMENT THE ORGANIZATION'S JULY 25 LISBON PRESS 
CONFERENCE, IN WHICH IT STATED THAT THE IMPACT OF PORTUGAL'S 
EEC ENTRANCE ON SMALL AND MEDIUM SIZED BUSINESSES HAS NOT BERN 
SUFFICIENTLY DISCUSSED. IT ALSO SQUARES WITH CIP'S CONVICTION 
THAT THOSE INDUSTRIES WOULD SUFFER MOST FROM COMMON MARKET MEMBER- 


SHIP AND THAT PORTUGAL'S ENTRY WOULD BE "INCOHERENT 
ADVENTURISM" WITHOUT A NEW GOVERNMENT INDUSTRIAL POLICY. FINALLY, 
THE LISBON CONGRESS APPEARS TO BE THE DOMESTIC COMPLEMENT 
TO CIP'S PROPOSED PARTICIPATION IN AN OCTOBER ROME COLOQUIUM 
ON "THE FUTURE OF SMALL AND MEDIUM INDUSTRY IN AN ENLARGED 
EUROPEAN COMMUNITY." 

4. COMMENT. AT LAST MAY’S OPORTO MEETING, CIP ANNOUNCED PLANS 
FOR A "MAJOR CONGRESS" IN OCTOBER OF ALL INDUSTRY, 

COMMERCE AND AGRICULTURE. AT THAT TIME, NO MENTION WAS MADE 
OF TYING THE CONGRESS TO EEC MEMBERSHIP. APPARENTLY BUOYED 
BY THE SUCCESS OF THE MAY MEETING, CIP INTENDS TO BROADEN 
ITS AUDIENCE WITH FOREIGN INITIATIVES (ROME COLOQUIUM) 

AND LOCAL INITIATIVES WITH FOREIGN 

IMPLICATIONS (LISBON CONGRESS). CLEARLY, CIP'S ULTIMATE 

AUDIENCE IS DOMESTIC. IT PERCEIVES THAT IT CAN INFLUENCE 

EEC OFFICIALS INTO POSITING PORTUGUESE COMMON MARKET ENTRY 

ON DOMESTIC POLICY REFORM. WHETHER CIP CAN SUCCEED IN THIS MISSION 

IS CONJECTURAL AT BEST. HOWEVER, THE LISBON CONGRESS SHOULD 
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PROVE TO BE A POPULAR AND VOCIFEROUS EVENT, IF THE OPORTO 
MEETING IS ANY PRECURSOR. ALTHOUGH ADMISSION WILL BE BY 
INVITATION ONLY, MARQUES IS EDGY ABOUT SECURITY. CIP CON- 
SIDERED HOLDING THE CONGRESS IN OPORTO BUT DECIDED ON LISBON 
BECAUSE OF ITS LARGER FACILITIES AND THE LIKELIHOOD OF 
BETTER PRESS COVERAGE. HARRINGTON 
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
